MembershipFirst does not believe in a wholesale merger with 
AFTRA. A merger will not provide SAG leverage at the negotiating table in 201 1 . And 
any merger of SAG's Pension and Health Plans with AFTRA's Health & Retirement 
Plans may weaken benefits provided to SAG members.
